Commissioners also opposed a 
three and one-half cent federal en- 
ergy tax on public utility dlatrlctj.

"Woated twnd holders." or anything eJae they 
can think of to Instill hate Into the minds of 
those they aeelt to exploit. 

Now, perhaps more than ever before In 
American history, the people of this country 
ore becoming divided Into hostile categories, 
largely as a result of these long- continued 
Attempta to encourage claaa hatreds. 

Organized labor, on one hand, has become 
so bitter against capital and Industry, that 
It no longer uees anything good about the 
average employer. The business man In turn 
feels he can no longer count on much volun- 
tary help from labor because of this attitude, 
and he surely haa good reason to believe he'll 
get little consideration from the government. 

The average consumer, caught In the death 
struggle between labor and business, one 
fighting for higher wages, the other lor higher 
prices, la Inclined to build up resentment 
agtlnat either labor or business or both, 
because he's the fall guy who l5 paying the 
blU. ^ - 

The scavenger poUttdana meantime keep 
a watchful eye to make auie which way the 
wind Is blowing. M soon u they sense the 
slighteat unfaTOrahle braeie, they start get- 
ting In their digs, employing any foul means 
at their command to arouse antagonisms 
that will re-strengthen their own scltlsh 
positions. 

There can be only one logical result from 
continued and expanded efforts along these 
. Unea. In direct proportion to Its effectiveness, 

- It will *ealten our country, possibly to the 
point of making ourselves vulnerable In the 
eyes of any world enemy. 

Communlam, for Instance, thrives on stir- 
ring up unrest, caualng dissension, foment- 
ing labor troubles, or anything else that will 
divide the people against themselves and 
their government. That's the very pattern 
the communists follow In laying the ground- 
work tor the overthrow of any country. 

When we ourselves resort to such methods 
of achieving our own selfish objectives at 
home We are only playing into the hands of 
the communists, our greatest potential 
enemy.

In atgi^ng that co-operation of the farmer 
and laborer can bring democracy closer to 
the common people, he went on to mnke lust 
the kind of statement we' are talking about: 
"There Is a natural aUlance between the 
farmer and the laborer and we have a com- 
mon enemy— the guy who want^ to keep us 
apart." 

Just who is that "guy" who wants lo keep 
tbe^ fanner s and t he_labor era apart ?

Before any mllltsty alliances can 
be made with Spain, however, Its 
economic house must be put In or- 
der.

A start towards aiding llic Span- 
ish economy was mi\de lust fall. 
Congress authorised a tsajOO.OOO 
loan to Spain, as an amendment to 
the Manhnll plan appropriation. 
This was lorced through congress, 
against Truman sdmlnistratlon 
wishes. Princlpol backer ol the loon 
was Democratic Sen. Pat McCar- 
ran. Nemda. 

In November. ECA-the economic 
cooperation admin Istrstlon which 
handles the Marshall plan— an- 
nounced til at the Spanl.Oi loan 
would be administered by the V. S. 
export-Import bank. The deal had 
to bo handled this way because 
Spain Is not a Marshall plan coun- 
try. TtiB only stlpulsilon aai Ihat 
the loons had to be made (or proj- 
ects that would help reconstitute 
the shaky Spanish economy. 

Export-Import t>ank Is not au- 
thorised to make grants or gifts to 




foreign countries. It make* only 
bankable loans on projects inat 
ahow some ohance of poylng oil. It 
InalsU on sound bushiess deals and 
on a certain amount ol supervlalon 
on how Its money Is spent Ttie 
soanlsb goveromenl has shown 
SacukUy no interest tn obtaining 
fflOMT under these condltioni. 

It took three months for the 
Spwilardi to apply (or the first 
project loans and get them approv- 
ed. And aa ol today-over six months 
mIUi the loan* were auUiorlsM— 
no eootraeU hava been slpied and 
no monty h»* been paid out *" 
Spain. 

Pli-* projects have been spproved 
by eiport-lmpoct bank. lor a lace 
value ol $I7,3(»J»tl. And on three of 
these the bank had to stretch Its 
policies to approve loans 'or the 
purchase ot expendable eomniod- 
lUes. They cover MflOO,000 lor tha 
purchaao or wheal, |S,OO0,OO0 for 
raw cotton, 13^00,000 for tertUUer. 

Only two capital goods loans ol 
the kind the bank Ja suppwefl to 
make have been approved., They are 
13.000,000 tor tractors and -spare 
parts and 1700,000 for equipment to 
go Into a amall nllrogenoui lertlUser 

"'while the Bpsnlards have been 
dilly-dallying and refusing lo el 
contracts, prices have advanced 
cut down the amount ot goods they 
can buy for Iheh money. II they 
had closed the deal when the fh^t 
»5,000,000 lor cotton was made avaU- 
ablB, they could have had 13,000 
bales. -At today's prices, they wU 
get about IS.eOO. 

Not one appUcitlon lor U. B. tech- 
nical assistance has been made by 
the Spaniards. The apparent reason 
la that they are unwilling to accept 
American supervision such ss all t^e 
Marshall plan countries have agreed 
to take and have protlted by. 

Back of this, however, there is 
belteved to be a major tow In the 
Spanish cabinet between Foreign 
Minister Artago and Minister of In- 
dustry and Commerce Busncei. The 
latter, who was a great Irlend of 
Hermann Ooerlng's, Is'head ot INI 
—the Institute ot national Industry. 
It -was created to handle many jov- 
erxmient enlerprljes on a vast scale. 
But Its administration has been so 
marked by Inefficiency and corrup- 
tion that it has accomplbhed little. 

There are all kinds of strategic 
materials which the U. S, would 
like 'to buy from Spain In greater 
quantity. Potash. Iron pyrites, mer- 
cury and wolfram. But the Spanish 
government has shown no Interest 
In American overtures to ilep up 
production.

Irmn which the prairie and the 
county take their name, are at their best and, in the surrounding toot- 
bllli have Just begun to bloom. 

After teeing them It Isn't dUIleult to understand why the early lelUers 
named this area aftar them. The pale blue blossoms, which aeem to have a 
certain traiuparency, look from a distance like a pool or stream of water. 
To make the llluilon even more perfect, they grow best In the low, semt- 
insmpy lands and In moist mountain meadowa. Huge fields of them are 
found wherever clvllleatlon has --' 



plowed them urvdcr. 

Ihey grow from a small onlon- 
XVa bulb and the Uiv alx-peui 
Htwen are on a liagSa atem mpproi- 
Imately 18 Inohes tall. Tbey some- 
times are called wlld-hyaclnth. 
T^e cunu bulb, sometlmee one and 
Due-htlf Inches across, formerly 
was an Important food for the 
Qorthwestem Indiana. It still b used 
Id some extent. The Indians roasted 
them In pile ot hot coals and wet 
hay. They have a sweet gummy 
tute and s:re supposedly very nu- 
tritloui. After being cooked and 
drtfd they wilt keep a long ttois 
and Indians have been known to 
come long distances even In the last 
few years, to dig the cnmns rooU 
to diy and store for winter use.
